Judge John A. Mahoney of the Municipal 


court gave Chicagoans a problem in human 
nature to cogitate over yesterday. 

The judge presides over destinies of the 
prisoners in the South Clark street police sta- 
tion. Saturday night the police gathered in 
a lot of minor offenders. Sunday night they 
gathered in some more. Monday morning 
they picked up a few others. 

Sunday being a holiday these captives were 
compelled to stay in jail all day, Monday 
being also a holiday—with no session of court 


they were due for another day of cap- 


tivity when Judge Mahoney acted. 

He went down te the Clark street jail and 
réléased all but five of the thirty-seven pris- 
oners on their word of honor that they would 
appear before him for trial at 9 o'clock this 
morning. The men were in the jail on 
charges of being drunk and disorderly, 

The problem presented by the judge’s ex- 
ploit is this: 


Mow many of these 32 paroled prison 
ert will keep their word and be on hand 
in court today? 


Judge Mahoney id confident they all will. 
The lockup keeper says less than half of 
them will. Some of the police say none of 
them will, The reporters who “ Gover” the 
station say 75 per cent of the prisoners will 
keep their word,

The replies, in 
languages varyint from English to South 
Clark street, were vehemently affirmative, 

„ Suppose 1 let these thirty-two men out— 
how many would come back?" the judge 
asked the policamen. “ They all seem to 
wan to come out, I think I'll ask them.” 

The judge again went down the line of 
Hella, asking each occupant: “If I let you 
out on your own recognisance will you prom- 
0% In your honor to return to my court here 
in this building at 0:90 tomorrow morning?’

The fob, upon which a money value of 
$1,000 is placed, was worn by Col. Roosevelt’s 
gvandfather. How long it had been in the 
family then is not known. The charm, bear- 
ing the coat of arms, is unusually heavy and 


the workmanship on it gives the fob its in- 
trinsic value. 


Present from Japanese Emperor, 
„The yellow jade ring is esumated to be 
worth some $300, but may be worth much 
more, as it has never been appraised by ex- 
perts. The ring was presehied to the ex- 
president by the emperor of Japan. It is 
of heavy chased gold, mounted with a piece 
of yellow jade in the form of a crescent, and 
contains also another stone of considerable 
size, similar in color to the jade. 

A necklace of small pearls with a platinum 
clasp set with a larger pearl, surrounded by 
small diamonds, vaiued at about $1,000, and, 
outside of the fob, the most valuable article 
stolen, is the property of Theodora Roose- 
velt, infant daughter of Theodore Roose- 
velt Jr. 

The chase afte? the trinket is an example 
of the attitude which the negro has taken 
throughout the search for the stolen jeweiry. 
On Tuesday last, when he was first locked 
up, Parker said he did not remember what 
he had done with the necklace. 


Bridge Tip Proves Hoax, 

On Wednesday, however, he recalled, he 
said, that he had taken it toa pawnshop, but 
the pawnbroker had questioned him about 
how he had come by it, and finally had ad- 
vised him to get out quick if he didn’t want 
to be arrested. 

Then, Parker said, he had thrown the neck- 
lace. which was in a small red morocco case, 
out of the window of a car on the Brooklyn 
bridge. He led the detectives to a point on 
the Brooklyn slope of the bridge and said 
that was where he had tossed the case and 
necklace from the window. At this point the 
bridge is over the roofs of warehouses. De- 
tectives clambered over and under the bridge 
and covered the streets below and the roofs 

Last Saturday afternoon James E. Amos, 
the Roosevelts' colored butler, who has prac- 
tical charge of the household, found the 
necklace in its case on top of a cupboard in 
the butler's pantry. That night Parker, then 
under arrest, was taken into the pantry bya 
detective and was ordered to find the neck- 
lace. He went to the cupboard and found 
it without trouble. 


Girl Gives Up Signet Ring. 

Among the other articies taken by Parker 
were: 

A signet ring, which Parker gave to Grace 
Linwood of Woodhaven. The girl returned 
the ring to the deiectives readily when told if 
was stolen. Her name was obtained by the 
detectives from a letter found among Park- 
er's effects. 

A watch fob composed of four gold dollars. 
Three of these were passed by Parker at face 
value at Whittaker's dance hall, Canarsie. 
The fourth has not been found. 

A diamond and opal scarf pin, valued at be- 
tween $200 and $300. This pin, belonging to 
Col. Roosevelt, has a Hungarian opal in the 
center, s\gcrounded by fourteen diamonds. It 
was pawned at Simpson's in Fulton street, 
Brooklyn, for $8. The pawn ticket was found 
in Parker's pocket. 


Watch Used on Hunting Trips,

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REFUSES TO YIELD Tors 100P 8,000 FERT IN AIR} MAYOR EXAMINES 
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Aviator Pegoud Stages Feat in 
: Juvisy, France, Flight. 


FLIES WITH HEAD TO EARTH 


Epoch Making Experiment Toward At- 
tainment of Aerial Safety. 


JUVISY, France, Sept. 1—The French 
aviator Pegoud, who on Aug, 20 made a par- 
achute drop from an aeroplane from a height 
of 900 feet, accomplished a much more re- 
markable feat today, which at first sight 
appears to have been a piece of extraordi- 
nary aerial acrobatics, but which experts 
declare was an epoch making experiment to- 
wards the attaintment of safety in the air. 

Briefly Pegoud caused his monoplane to de- 
scribe-a gigantic letter 8 in the sky, during 
which he was flying upside down for about 
a quarter of a mile. 


Turns Trick 3,000 Feet in Air. 

Secrecy was maintained prior to the test, 
and only a few persons were present when 
Pegoud took the air. He mounted rapidly to 
a height of more than 3,000 feet, describing 
a curve; then the forward part of the ma- 
chine was observed to incline towards the 
earth. 

Through glasses the spectators saw the 
propeller slacken and the monoplane further 
meme until it was perpendicular with the 
earth. It seemed as if nothing could stop 
the headlong plunge. 

As the machine dropped swiftly the tall 
dipped again towards the earth and the pilot 


| appeared head downward. Seconds, which 


seemed hours, passed. With an almost im- 
perceptible curve the machine shifted its 


course to a straight line, the pilot in the same : 


Position. How long he remained upside down 
the anxious watchers could not determine, 
but it was long enough to cause them to be- 
Hevea that he would never right himself. 


Tells of Daring Feat. 

Presently the monoplane dipped again and 
with a graceful curve assumed an erect posi- 
tion. Pegoud flew for a few minutes to and 
fro and descended by a series of beautiful 
spirals. 

Everything went splendidly,“ the aviator 
said on landing. The levers answered the 
slightest touch. I remained for a long time 
head downward because I wanted to, not be- 
cause I couldn't help it. The sensation is 
strange but not unpleasant and the machine 
did not pitch at all. 

“I went slowly so as to avoid subjecting 
the machine to too violent strain, but had I 
wanted to I could have righted myself much 
more quickly.“ 


Prompted by Bleriot Theory. 

Pegoud’s experiment was prompted by 
the theory recently expressed by Louis Bler- 
jot that in the paramount problem of attain- 
ing safety in the air, automatic self-righting 
devices and parachutes are beside the ques- 
tion; that they are just as much at the mercy 
of a sudden violent gust as the ordinary air 
craft. 

Bleriot's theory pointed out that even birds 
are known to have been capsized by squalls: 
yet they were able by folding their wings to 
withdraw most of their surface from the ac- 
tion of the air. It was urged that an en- 
dea vor should be made to so construct aero- 
planes that they could not be capsised. 

Pegoud undertook to demonstrate that the 
ordinary aeroplane, not fitted with any spe- 
cial device, was possessed of much greater 
stability than was generally believed, and 
experts are of the opinion that he succeeded 
brilliantly. ;

Investigates Conditions in Sa- 
‘loons and Cigar Stores Set 
Forth in “The Tribune.” 


VIOLATORS IN WOODLAWN 


Englewood League Agents Find 
Big Business at Sixty-third 
and Cottage Grove. 


Mayor Harrison announced yesterday he 
would investigate the dice games in saloons 
and cigar stores. Until his inquiry was com- 
plete he did not care to make an extended 
statement on the conditions as reported in 
Tue TRIBUNE of Sunday. 

IJ have tried to keepin touch with the dice 
games in order to see if they were made the 
cover for actual gambling,” said the maydr. 
“I have received no complaints that such 
conditions exist. Judging from Tue Trip- 
UNz story only merchandise is at stake, and 
the games were permitted with the idea of 
Stimulating the cigar trade.“ 

“Investigators of the Englewood Law and 
Order league say they have complaints that 
the checks are cashed in that section,” the 
mayor was told. 

That is one condition I want to look into,“ 
Was the reply. 


Thinks Increase Natural, 

Don't you think Tus TrisuNp’s investi- 
gations indicate a stupendous growth in dice 
shaking in Chicago?“ 

It naturally would be practiced ina great 
many additional places, said Mayor Har- 
rison. 

The mayor was asked about the statement 
of President Edward Scheidt of the Retail 
Confesioners’ association, who had charged 
a breach of faith in regard to the dice games. 

“I know of no breach of faith,“ replied 
the mayor. Two years ago the confeétion- 
ers asked me to stop the selling of candy in 
cigar stores and saloons, as it hurt their 
business, and I did so for that reason. That 
was all they asked of me.“ 

Mr. Harrison was told candy was one of 
the articles of merchandise comprising the 
optional stake at many places where dice 
shaking is practiced. He said it was news 
to him. 

However,“ he added, the confectioners 
are not worrying about the gambling feature, 
but about the loss of sales of candy.“ 


“Woodlawn Places Named. 

Investigators for the Englewood Law and 
Order league in the afternoon visited two 
dice establishments at Sixty-third street and 
Cottage Grove avenue and found the narra- 
tive of THE: TRIBUNE reporter correct.

TO DISCREDIT LAW: 


John D. Cameron of interna- 
tional Harvester Co. Protests 
Against Tail Light Ordinance. 


WIFE BRINGS HIM FOOD 


Imprisoned Although Shown Lights 
Were Out Through No Fault 
of Car Owner. 


PRISONER ILL TREATED BY POLICE 


John D. Cameron, retail salesmanager of 
the International Harvester company, was 
released from the Fiftieth street police sia- 
tion yesterday afternoon after having gub- 
mitted to incarceration for thirty-eight hours 
in a filthy cell as a protest against Chicago's 
recently adopted automobile tail light or- 
éinance. 

There Was not a moment during th thirty- 
Ant hours when Mr. Cameron could not 
have obtained his liberty by the simpleact of 
gttaching his signature to a bond. Mr. Cam- 
cron would not sign the bond, bead, because 
he wished to arouse public sentiment against 

* the ordinance. 

He said he wanted to show the people of 
Chicago that this city has among its laws 
ah Ordinance which permits the imprison- 
ment of a citizen for a period of from one to 
three days, not for a crime, but for an acci- 
dent to his auto, for which he is in all prob- 
ability in no way to blame. 


Cameron Tells His Story. 

This is Mr. Cameron's story: ' 

“Saturday afternoon I gave mY chauffeur 
tnstructions to get my car in shape for driv- 
ing im the evening. I told him specifically to 
put in a fresh supply of gas and oil for my 
lamps. 

“I drove to my home at 6439 Minerva 
avenue, got my wife, and we went to a 
friend’s house for dinner. Later in the even- 
ing we went to a café in Sixty-third street 
to get a bite to eat. On every occasion on 
which I left the car, I looked it over to find 
owt if everything was all right. 

“On Michigan avenue, near Fifty~first 
@treet, a motorcycle policeman, Richard 
Piper, came up behind me and told me my 
tail lights were out. I said, ‘Much obliged, I 
ont see how that happened,’ and got out 
ef my car to examine the lamps. Sure enough 
they were not burning. I lighted a match and 
touched it to the wick. They burned’ all 


Invited to Go to Statio 

“I told Piper I could not see how it was 
that my lamps were not burning, because I 
had lighted them only a short while before 
and there was plenty of oil in the burners. 
He said perhaps I hag jarred them out when 
going over a rut. We falked alittle while and 
he said he didn’t feel like taking me to the 
Station, since it was an unavoidable accident, 
but that I should go up with him and the 
judge would let me off without a fine. 

He rode on ahead and I followed or in- 
tended to follow his directions. I drove north 
ingtead of south and was asking a passerby 
where the police station was when Piper came 
up. I told him I had mistaken his directions. 

“When we got to the station I took nay 
tall lamps off and took them into the station 
io examine them. I found that they had 
one out again and I tried to light them. 
They wouldn't burn. One of the fellows 
there examined the oil and said it was full 


of water. I looked myself and found it was 
just water, too. 


Declines to Sign Bond. 

“In the meantime Piper had gone. The 
desk sergeant thrust out a book and told me 
10 sign it. Then he asked me all about my 

‘life history, and shoved out another paper 
for me to sign. I found that it obligated my 
Paying to the city of Chicago $400 as a bond 
for violating the ordinance enforcing auto- 
— ‘to carry tall lights burning after 

ark. 


“I refused to sign it, and they told me 


they would throw me in jail if:I didn’t. 1 


told them if they wanted to throw me in jail 
when I had been entirely innocent of the fact 
that my tail lights were not burning, aad 
that it was all an accident, they could go 
to it. Then two policemen grabbed me by 
the collar, jerked me down a corridor, threw 
me into a cell, and locked the door. 

“That was the nastiest, dirtiest, worst 
Ventilated place I was ever in in my life, 
Rats and bigs and other vermin literally 
lined the floor. é 


Describes Jail as Filthy. 

“ After a while they telephoned my son to 
come and get my automobile, which was 
Standing out in front.

Even 
under present conditions considerable trade 
“is to be had, because nearly everything has 
“to be imported, as manufacturing is almost 
noneristent. In many countries, in spite of 
tbeir natural richness, considerable of the 
food supply has to be imported.

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" Others Already in Field. 

„ The British and Germans are already in the 
Meld. The British were the first and have 
“succeeded, not because of any superiority 
of method but because ready to supply the 
wants of these countries when nobody else 
Mas. They therefore would be the easiest to 
«iisplace. 

The Germans, though later arrivals, are 
more serious rivals because they have made 
careful study of the best methods of gain- 
Ang trade and of keeping it. They work hard- 
‘er than the British, are more ready to meet 
the wishes of the people of the country in 
,which they are operating, invariably learn 
che language, and in every possible way act 
80 as to gain the confidence and friendship of 
the Latin Americans. Their rapid advance- 
nt is sufficient evidence of the value of 
such methods. 


D. 8. Inyasjon Will Be Opposed. 

„ It ‘8 to be expected that both the British 
and Germans will dé everything they can 
‘to prevent our successful invasion of this 
profitable field. The activity which they are 
already showing in this direction is an en- 
couraging sign, as evidently they fear us. 
This. is particularly true on the weét coast, 
where they see what an immense advantage 
the opening of the Panama cana! will give us 
by placing our Atlantic and gulf ports virtu- 
ally at the door of this coast. 

There are three important factors to be 
considered: Transportation, banks, and 
representation. Both the English and Ger- 
mans have all three of their own and are 
therefore in no way dependent on their rivals. 
This gives them a great advantage, as we 
lack. shipping and, as a rule, banks also.

The same care should be exercised in pick- 
ing the travelers. A Knowledge of the 
language is essential. Even more so Wan 
understanding of Latin American character 
ard customs. Men lacking these qualifica- 
tions generally will not only get no trade 
but will create a prejudice against Amert- 
cans, which makes it all the more difficult 
for the next man. 

If men could be assigned to certain dis- 
tricts and live and work in those districts, 
studying local conditions, the result would 
be so much the better. A number of men, 
each assigned a certain district and each sell- 
ing several lines of goods, would accomplish 
more than the same number of men traveling 
all over Latin America, each man selling but 
one line. 


Must Concede to Buyers’ Wishes. 


A point which has been frequently men- 
tioned, but which cannot be too much em- 
phasized, is that the firm selling must be will- 
ing to meet the wishes of its possible custom- 
ers regarding sizes, methods of packing, etc. 

No “ this is. the way we make it, take it or 


ufally will not push any American line which 
threatens one of their own home lines. 


U. 8. Direct Selling Best. 


The best means in many lines would be for 


houses and sell direct. Some of the big com- 


panies which are already on the ground, and 


to which American companies give agencies, 
ow thelr own steamship lines, and by means 


of their freight rates discriminate against 


possible rivals, even though they may have 


| accepted their agency. 


One of the things most to be guarded 
against in Latin America is violation of trade 
marks. This is done constantly and to a 
great extent in some lines. 

The question of proper packing and in- 
voicing cannot be mentioned too often nor 
tow strongly. There has been improvement in 
tne packing of some American firms, but not 
In most of them. Articles must be strongly 
packed so as to withstand the roughest kind 
of usage. 

Practically all goods landed on the Pacific 
coast of Latin America have to be landed 
in lighters and frequently on an open coast 
through a heavy surf. It is important that 
cases and crates be not confused on the in- 
voices. Each package should be plainly 
rumbered in a conspicuous place and should 
bave its contents clearly stated on the in- 
voice.

By possessing their own banks and not 
having to deal threugh the banks of their 
rivals these two nations prevent the possi- 
bility of any discrimination against their 
hationalities. These banks are Particularly 
useful in determining the credit which is to 
be extended to customers. | 

The question of credit is of the utmost im 
portance. Those who are financially sound 
aust be given the best of credit if their trade 
is to be obtained. On the other hand, ex- 
tension of credit without sufficient investi- 
gation has led to heavy lasses on the part 
of some American houses. The great Amer- 
ican error so far has been to expect the 
Latin American buyer to pay cash at the fac- 
tor} door or at the port of shipment. Wher- 
‘ever they have done this they have generally 
failed to get the business. Where they have 
extended credit they have got business. 

The German banks send regular reports of 
all their business transactions to their home 
government. Th., informatiof is then circua- 
jatd among German manufacturers and mer- 
chants. 

Consular Expansion Imperative. 

As far as government representation! is 
concerned, our consular service is now far 
superior to the British and probably equa: 
to the German. However, It is not yet er- 
tensive enough. There are many places 
which, while perhaps not of sufficient im- 
portance to warrant seriding a consul, they 
need some representative. This cogid be pro 
vided for by making some leading merchant 
our consular agent... This is done to a greater 
extent by other cotintries than has been our 
custom in the past. > 

It is a great mistake to think that goods 
can be introduced quickly or without expenso. 
While the native merchants will buy where 
they can buy what they want, at the best 
prices, regardiess of national likes and dis- 
likes, they are very conservative. Once hav- 
ing used a certain class of goods, they wll 
not readily change to another. This, of 
vourse, has the advantage that once a house 

“nae persuaded them to buy their brands 
eshey are not easily taken away by a rival. 
nit means that the right kind of man, witha 
superior class of goods and ready in the 
classes which demand it to make repeated

~. @atalogue Question Important. 
„one important point which the Britisher 
and Americans generally overlook and the 
Germans never do, is the question of cata- 
_jogues, The German caialogues are not only 
in the language of the country but always 
have their measurements in the metric sys- 
“tem. This does not mean that the metric 
‘system would have to be adopted, but merely 
“that the measurements in the catalogues 
»hould be put in it and that the goods should 
we marked with it. The English measure- 
ments convey no more to the average Latin 
Amort an mind than the metric ones do to 
the average North American mind. When 
a possible purchaser has two catalogues in 
front of him, one with the measurements 
“with which he and his customers are familiar, 
and the other with strange ones which he 
«must take the time to figure out or employ an 
additional clerk to do so, the chances are in 
ta vor of his taking the easier course. 
Careful Business Survey Needed, 

Before entering the field the best method 
would be to send a man thoroughly familiar 
with the Spanish language (Portuguese for 
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It has frequently happened that during 
some panic or business depression an Ameri- 
can merchant has sought for and obtained 
Latin American markets in which to dis- 
pos. of his supplies. His customers learn to 
use and have created a demand for his ar- 
tice. Then times become better, he is able 
to dispose of his product at home, so drops 
his Latin American customers in spite of 
their demands for his article. This sort of 
acticn materially damages the prestige of 
American trade, . 

One difficulty to be contended with is that 
many foreign houses maintain New York 
branches ahd carry in their Latin American 
branches North American goods. They nat- 


careful invoicing they spare their customers, 
annoyance and frequently expense. 


Trade Importance Increasing, 
The trade of Latin America is valuable now. 


It is bound to Increase tremendously in value. 


Those who establish themselves firmly now 
ate the ones who are going to profit by it.

LIND TO REBEL HOTBED. 


Envoy Will Visit Infested Coun- 
try; Wilson Anxiously Awaits 
Hale Arrival. 


Mexico City, Sept. 1.—-Many of the Ameri- 
cans who are heeding President Wileon's 
warning to leave Mexico are indignant over 
the class of transportation offered. Tele- 
grains from Vera Cruz and Tampico indicate 
that the only passage the consuls are au- 
thorized to provide is “ steerage or the low- 
est price ticket available.“ 

Some of the Americans who proceeded to 
seaports to avail themselves of the proffered 
transportation home have refused to accept, 
gaying they prefer to take their chances in 
Mexico to being herded in the steerage.” 

Consul General Shanklin has already sent 
twenty-one refugees to Manzanillo. He es- 
timates that between 400 and 500 have gone 
to the gulf ports, of whom about half have 
been provided with free transportation. The 
consuls are authorized to send refugees to 
Galveston, New Orleans, and New York. 

There are said to be about a score of Amer- 
cians bottied up in Durango. Refugees are 
arriving here from interior points, but in 
go great~number. 


Lind to Visit Rebel Hotbed. 

Vera Cruz, Sept. 1.—President Wilson's 
persona! representative, John Lind, and Rear 
Admiral Fletcher, commanding the American 
warships here, have planned to leave tomor- 
row morning on a visit to a sugar plantation 
sixty miles to the south, in a district where 
rebels or bandits have been operating with 
comparative impunity. The trip will be taken 
en the invitation of R. M. Emery, an old 
friend of Mr. Lind, who is now managing 
the plantation. 

Mr. Lind and the admiral! are placing re- 
liance in the assurance of Mr. Emery that 
there will be no danger in the trip, and the 
probabilities are that there will be none, al- 
though those here interested in the welfare 
of the confidential agent and the neva! officer 
express some uneasiness. 

The confusion over the transportation of 
Americans from Mexico continues, because 
Consul Canada is unable to supply anything 
better than second class passage. 


AWAITS ARRIVAL OF HALE. 
BY JOHN CALLAN OLAUGHLIN. 
‘Washington, D. C., Sept§ 1—[Special.]— 
fchind the seeming delay of the administra- 
tion in pressing the Mexican negotiations is 
the determination of the president to confer 
with William Bayard Hale, one of h con- 
fidential agents in Mexico, who will be in 

Washington on Wednesday. 

Pending the arrival of Mr. Hale, Special 
Commissioner Lind will not communicate 
further with the Huerta government unless 
developments arise making such action 
pecessary. 

Mr. Hale will be able to tell the president 
and Mr. Bryan whether or not Gen. Huerta 
is bluffing in his refusal to comply with the 
greatly modified demands of this government. 
It will be his duty to enlighten the president 
on the ability of Huerta to maintain himself 
in power until Oct. 16, when the election 
esecurs, whether Huerta actually will be a 
eandidate for president, what the meaning is 
of the war preparation Huerta has made and 
is making, and to describe the exact situation 
of the Americans residing in Mexico. 


Wants Settlement Before Election. 

In his message read last Wednesday before 
the two houses of congress President Wilson 
éxpressed the conviction that the steady 
pressure of moral force before many days 
would break down the barriers of pride and 
prejudice and enable a satisfactory solution 
of the situation. 

There remain only forty-five days before 
the Mexican elections. With Huerta bending 
every energy to maintain himself in power 
during that short time, in order that he may 
be able to hand over to his su-cessor a gov- 
ernment which has triumphed over the Unit- 
ed States, it is regarded as diplomatically 
important here that an agreement of some 
kind should be made with Huert& himeelf. 

To transfer the negotiations to the new 
government which would claim reoognition 

on the ground of election in accordance with 


_ the constitutional laws of the republic would 


be to develop embarrassing complications 
Which the administration does not care to 
face. 


Bacon Explains Warning. 

Mr. Bryan was at the state department to- 
day and had a conference with Senator Ba- 
con, chairman of the senate foreign relations 
committee. Mr. Bacon evinced special amx- 
lety about the inquiries received from Amer- 
Jans as to the exact interpretation to be 
placed upon the president’s warning for them 
to leave the distressed republic. 

“The president,“ Mr. Bacon said after 
leaving thé department, did not intend his 
statement to be construed as an order to 
Americans to leave, nor as a warning pre- 
liminary to possible intervention. He meant 
simply what he said—namely: that the over- 
tures of this country having been rebuffed 
in Mexico, and it having become necessary 
for this government to extend the embargo 
on arms to federal as well as revolutionist 
Shipments, fighting between the factions in 
Mexico would probably grow sharper, and, 
for their own safety, it was advisable for all 
Americans to leave.“

are rented to children of 18 and 14. The 
children kill their long days there gambling. 
When they become of age to go to work 
they kill their evenings there. The mothers, 
who know nothing of the pursuits of their 
abildren, are satisfied, for the youngsters are 
not on the street and no complaints about 
them are made by neighbors or the police. 
When such a youngster, a few years later, 
gets that raise in his wages which takes him 
out of the class of boys into that of young 
men, the poolroom gets him as surely ag the 
little candy store got him just as he was 
leaving, and sometimes even before he was 
leaving, the public school. He begins as 
an onlooker. He watches the older boys 
gamble and play. Then, some day, a 
“band” is wanting and the youngster is 
given the “ honor” of a place among grown- 
up gamblers at the table. He has been given 
his start as a full fledged gambler. From 
‘the poolroom it is but a step to the saloon 


with its rear room and racing charts and 


handbooks, 

Gambling in the small candy store, 
taurant, or poolroom of the tenement dis- 
tricts is not merely a legal offense. It isa 
great social and civic calamity. It breaks 
up homes. It sends parents to an early 
grave. It sends young wives to the divorce 
courts, and then into the streets of the un- 
derworld. 

Pay day is a day of extreme pain and anx- 


- fety to thousands of wives and children, to 


thousands of fathers and mothers in the 
tenement districts of Chicago. It is on the 


night following pay day that business is 


humming in the thousands of gambling hells 
in this city, whether they appear in the form 
of saloon, cigar store, poolroom, restaurant, 


or ice cream parlor. 


On the night following pay day hundreds 


. of wives in the congested districts are seen

because it has taken their sons from them 
and is slowly degenerating them so that 
they will be worse than dead. For the dead 
can bring no disgrace, while a degenerate 


Petty gambling is one of Chicago's great 
problems. It is a problem which sup- 
pression alone were it even possible to- 
tally to suppress it—will not solve. The po- 
lice alone cannot solve the gambling prob- 
lem. It is not a police problem exclusively. 
It is a social problem; a civic problem. 

The suppression of gambling must include 
an attack upon the deficiencies in the tene- 
ment home. It must include the provision 
of facilities for play and amusement for 
the young. It must include provisions to 
combat lonely evenings among grown-ups. 
The child, the youth, and the man of the 
tenement are dragged into the gambling hell 
bs the bait of amusement. Give them more 
opportunities for clean, wholesome, and 
attractive diversion without the proximity 
of gambling and the gambling dens of the 
city will lose in the unequal! competition. 


HOW LONG? 

In the eloquent appeal to citizensh!p with 
which Special State’s Attorney Northup 
closed his address on the vote fraud inves- 
tigation he put the issue with graphic brevity 
and grim force when he said: 

Are we going to set up an example 
so that ten or fifteen or twenty-five years 
from now, when some of these under- 
lings are ordered by their master polli- 
ticians to divert the votes of our sons 
and daughters, they will be deterred 
by the epecters that peer through the 
bars at them as a result of this inves- 
tigation? 

The importance of this investigation does 
not lie in the chance of evicting from office 
any official who was the beneficiary of frauds 
at the election, desirable from the point of 
view ‘of the public good as that would be. 
The paramount importance of the investi- 
gation lies in the discouragement of corrup- 
tion in the future. 

To accomplish this as fully ae possible, 
not the hirelings and petty toole but the 
higher-ups are sought. For the former the 
public feele much as does Mr. Northup 
when he said! “In my heart I hold the 
deepest pity for the weak underlings who 
did the active work in these fraude—those 
misguided men who did as they were or- 
dered. But it is not too late for them to in 
part make reparation for their crime to the 
community. It will be for them to disclose 
the names of the criminals above them who 
ordered them to commit the frandse—the 
men in whose hire they worked.”

A PROGRESSIVE LABOR DAY. 

A venerated tradition was broken by the 
laboring men of Chicago yesterday. The old 
time Labor day parade was discontinued. 
Inetead of marching in the hot sun behind 
brase banda, the toiling hosts of this city 
really enjoyed their holiday by spending it 


with their families and friends in outings 


and picnics in the parks and in the country. 

The discarding of the Labor day parade 
may be interpreted by superficial observers 
as & waning of the force and influence of 
labor. Yet the reverse is the lesson to be 
drawn. It shows the advancé the labor 
movement has made in this country. The 
road to progress leads over broken traditions. 

When the labor movement in the United 
States was young it needed brass bands and 
showy uniforms and drills and marching to 
keep its followers together—at times even to 
keep their courage up. All of these artifi- 
cia] organization stimulants have been out- 
grown by the working masses. Today the 
workers in every trade have weekly and 
monthly journals which give them lessons 
regularly not only in organization but lu 
the economics of their trade, of their home, 
and their shop. The labor literature of this 
country is also doing extremely effective 
work in giving the masses a civic education. 
With the aid of these journals the labor 
hosts of the United States are gaining a 
deep insight into the needs and the problems 
of the nation. The laboring man of today 
is thinking as he has never done before. 
He is coming into the vanguard of Ameri- 
can citizenship. The discarding of the tiring 
and worthless Labor day parade is only one 
of the many symptome of his growing men- 
tal breadth and independence.

DANGER FROM PETS. 
HE Montana board of health has is- 
sued a bulletin warning people 
against close association with pets. 
Nobogy has arisen to warn animals 
against close association with people. 
Cy De Vry, in his lecture about the wild 
animals he has known, makes the statement 
that the food of the Lincoln park animals 
is better inspected, in fact, averages better, 
than the food of the people. Any one who 
knows Lincoln park or who sees Mr. De 
Vry’s pictures will know that the animals 
live in more sanitary homes. 
Why is it, then, that they sometimes get 
consumption? Associating with the people. 


~~. 

Having givens the animals their day in 
court, we repeat what the Montana au- 
thorities tell us. 

Dogs, cats, and parrots can pick up or- 
dinary contagion from those sick with con- 
tagion, such as diphtheria, and then give it 
to others. The teaching is that when a 
child is sick with contagion the anima! pets 
should be excluded from the room until 
quarantine is ‘terminated, for a dog cannot 
be fumigated. The further advice is given 
that kissing dogs, cats, and parrots is liable 
to spread contagion. 

Animal pets have tapeworms which are 
frequently spread to man by close contact. 
A tapeworm requires two hosts, in each of 
which it passes a different cycle. The 
worms, which are rather mild tapeworms 
in the dog, pass through a much more harm- 
ful stage in man. 

The hydatid disease in man is due to the 
man cycle of a lower animal tapeworm. 

There are several varieties of these worms. 
I have often written that a tapeworm ina 
man’s intestine is of no great consequence. 
A hog or a dog tapeworm in a man’s tissue 
is of great consequence. 


~o 
Itch is not nice to think about even when 
one thinks of catching it from his barber 
or his friend. It is worse to think of get- 
ting itch from a dog. Dogs and cats have 
several kinds of itch, each capable of trans- 
mission to man. 

When plague threatens, pets become of 
increased importance, for this disease is 
spread by a fiea, which, while it prefers 
the rat, is willing to take up temporary 
residence on any domestic animal. 

Hydrophobia would die out if it were 
not kept going by the lower animals. and 
especially by dogs. A 

So far as consumption is concerned, the 
lower animals both sin and are sinned 
against. The dog that pines for its master 
who is slowly going down with consump- 
tion is slowly dying from consumption con- 
tracted from him. On the other hand, some 
cases of human tuberculosis that seem to 
come out of a clear sky have come out of a 
dog or cat. 

Finally, there is anthrax, a terrible dis- 
ease in lower animals, capable of causing a 
terrible disease in man. In fact, one of the 
names for human anthrax is “ wool sorters’ 
disease.” It is so named because men who 
handle woo] and hides get it from what 
they work in. 

Human beings are not subject to lumpy

jaw. If they were they would catch it often 


from animals. Occasionally glanders is con- 
tracted from a pet horse.

He bears all the evidence of a confirmed 
drug taker, and, as one of his chief advis- 
ers and principal lieutenants is an openly 
avowed opium smoker, it would seem that 
Sir Edward Grey iy English foreign sec- 
retary, was right 4 “he declared the other 
day in the house of commons that the exist- 
ing Chinese government was not sincere in 
its anti-opium crusade and that the only 
result of the restriction of the exportation 
of opium from Indla to China had been to 
increase enormously the cultivation of the 
poppy in China. 

Just what will happen when Yuan Shi Kail 
vanishes from the scene no One can say, not 
even those American and European diplo- 
mats who have the greatest experience of 
Chinese affairs. 

No one has yet appeared with sufficient 
authority or prestige to take his place or to 
exercise his dominant sway over the war- 
ring factions of what formerly used to be 
known as the Middle Kingdom. 

Indeed, it looks as if his sudden demise 
would precipitate a condition of complete 
chaos and of anarchy in China.

Mrs. La Force were often seen together re: 
turning home late at night. On the morning 
of the murder, Aug. 24, La Force got home 
from his run about 2:30 o'clock, and met 
Scott entering the house. Mrs. La Force was 
asleep. The husband woke her up and she 
joined the two men in the little front parior. 
“I've got a letter here,” La Force said, 
“ which I want to read to you two. It may 
interest you.“ 
He then read the letter, which began: 
When the cat's away, the mice will play.“ 
When he finished reading, according to the 
story of the wife and Scott, he drew a knife 
from his pocket and said to the boarder: 
Im going to settle this matter right now,” 


Removes Body in Buggy. 

As he made a lunge Scott drew a reyolver 
and fired. The bullet struck La Force under 
the right eye. He fell dead on the floor. scott 
dragged the body into a rear bedroom, where 
it remained until late that night. About mid- 
night he went to the house with a horse and 
buggy. He picked the body up, threw it over 
his shoulder, and walked out with it to the 
buggy. The wife was watching him from be- | 
hind a window curtain. 

He drove to Seventy-ninth and State 
streets, holding the body upright with one 
arm wrapped around it. He abandoned the 
body on a vacant lot. 

On his return he stopped at a restaurant and 
had supper. When he drove the horse into 
the livery stable at Twenty-first street and 
Wabash avenue he remarked to the hostlers 
that it was a pleasant evening for a ride.“ 


Returns Masonic Ring, 

Neighbors began to talk about Le Force's 
mysterious death, and some one telephoned 
Capt. Halpin to make an investigation. A 
detective was at the house when the mail 
carrier delivered a létter addressed to the 
dead man, inclosing a Masonic ring which 
he wore. The letter was as follows: 

To do respect to this emblem I will sand 
it to you. We don't allow any negro man 
to go with white women in this precinct. We 
have an eye on this negro for some time. 
He has been frequently seen with white 
women, and there are several more we are 
We will break this up in Chi- 
cago ifitislefttous. His money and jewelry 
wasn’t enough to pay the penalty, but $44 Is 
very nice for a dead negro. We would like to 
get several more like this. Hoping this will 
be a warning to prevent white slavery.”

IS ought to be old stuff in Chicago 
but it isn’t. The medical inspection 
of echool children—except to detect cases 
of Scarlet fever, diphtheria, and measies— 


virulent contagious diseases practically 


stopped short a year ago. 

The trouble seems to be threefold. 
There is, first, a dispute the country over 
as to whether the work of medical inepeoc- 
tion should be done under the direction of 
the board of education or the city health de- 
partment. In Chicago it used to be done— 
under great difficulties—by the inspectors of 
the health department. These inspectors 
are young physicians, who are paid only 860 


a month for half their time and have all the 


medical inspection work—in and out of the 
schools—on their hands. They were under 
paid and overworked. 

Then there was a bitter fight made on the 
whole system by the League for Medical 
Freedom and other people, who declared 
that every man should be let alone in mat- 
ters of health. Some of these people were 
sincere and some were otherwise. At any 
rate they made themselves felt. Finally 
the board of education at one time decided 
to send out slips to the parents of the chil- 
dren, to be filled out and signed in each in- 
stance by the family physician. These cer- 
tificates were to certify that the child bear- 
ing it was not suffering from any com- 
municable disease.

if a child had any disease it was under 
treatment for it. 
Commissioner of Health Young takes the 


position that all the work of medical in- 
spection—both for contagious disease and 
for physical defectea—should be done under 
the direction of his department. He lacks 
the funds, however, to pay the inspectors. 
That being the case, it has been suggested 
that under proper guidance the school 
teachers themselves might do the work. 
Eminent Chicago physicians have gone so 
far as to prepare a list of nine questions the 
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| answers to which will Aces mest of We 
cases of serious defecie in the eyes, eats. 
noses, and throats of echool children. But 
the objection is made that the teachers are 
already overtasked and have no time to 
undertake even such a cursory examination. 
At any rate the medical inspectors who 
start work at the public schools this mora: 
ing will confine themselves to examining 
for contagious diseases. And in that re 
spect the present conditions in Chicago are 
unusually good. 
T remains true, of course, that every fall, 
when the public schools open, the cases 
of diphtheria aud other contagious diseases 
start to climb. Usually they are at their 
lowest in July and August, during the sum- 
mer Vacation, when the children are widely 
scattered. When they come together again 
in September each schoolhouse is likely— 
unless proper precautions are taken—to be- 
come a new center for the spread of disease. 
A chart prepared from the report of the 
United States census shows that in the ter- 


| ritory where accurate statistics are kept 


there were a trifle more than 6,000 cases of 
diphtheria on Sept. 1 among children of 
school age. From that date the line climbs 
almost straight up, reaching its greatest 
height on Dec. 1, with a total of 14,000 
cases. 

When the idea 400,000 children meet in 
the schoolhouses of Chicago this morning 
there will be 100 medical inspectors and 
seventy-five nurses from the health depart- 
ment ready te begin the work of inspection. 
If these people are given the active help of 
teachers, parents, and physicians in active 
practice, there is no danger of anything 
alarming. The prospect is much better than 
it was a yearago. There are, the city over, 
34 per cent fewer cases of diphtheria, 40 per 


cent fewer of scarlet fever, and about 60 
per cent fewer of measies than there were 


on the day school opened a year ago.

That inspection was needed is shown by 
the fact that no less than 16,185 pupile 
were treated at the free dental dispensaries, 
more than 9,000 decayed teeth being ex- 
tracted and 11,000 filled. So important is 
the subject regarded that in Vienna a so- 
ciety has been organized which maintains 
a number of buildings in different parts of 
the city, where the teeth of the children ave 
examined and treatgd and the gospel of 
sound teeth and clean mouths preached to 
the whole community. 

In Boston the Forsyth brothers have built 
a magnificent free dental dispensary af a 
cost of $1,500,000. Even on a purely buwi- 
ness basis it is being recognized that bad 
teeth are a great handicap to efficiency, 
One of the big packing houses has gone so 
far as to establish at the yards a dental 
infirmary, where its employés may be ex- 
amined and treated at practically no cost to 
themselves. If we are a nation of dyspep- 
tics, bad teeth are one of the chief causes. 

Meanwhile the community does nothing 
about John’s eyes and ears, which it com- 
pels him to use pretty steadily for five days 
each week. Perhaps after all it ien't a 
matter of publie importance. John's par- 
ents should look after him, of course. And, 
finally, it will be a long time before John 
bas a vote.

“The revision of the Latin 
vocated as long ago as the thirteenth century, 
when Roger Cacon called Pope Clement's at- 
tention to the errors that had chept in by bad 
translations and misunderstandings. The pres- 
ent Clementine version is far from satisfactory, 
and a revision would have been made years 
ago if it had not been for the expense. 

“We afe striving, by comparing all existing 
versions to obtain the version used by St. 
Jerome, which we feel was tlie one of the 
greatest purity. This work will take us 
probably many years, but it is , much needed 
work, and one in which the while church and 
the world is interested.

80 
I made myself try to think of something that 
I could do. Finally I decided that I'd put my 
machine to work. I couldn't stencil curtains, but 
I could hem them. I couldn’t embroider pillow 
covers, but I could sew them up and inclose 
the pillows in them. I couldn't hem nsapkins 
beautifully by hand, but I could hem kitchen 
towels. I thought of a lot of : iraight seams 
that I could sew up and save a housewife time.

“Then I printed little lists of the things that 
I'a do for a house. Those I sent out by my 
little boy to all of the houses within a t half 
a mile, I put an advertisement in the 
paper saying that I'd do all of these little things 
or any one of them. I wasn't at all sure that 
I'd get any answers, because the things that 
I ofiered to do are the sort of things that any 
woman can do. I wasn't marketing ability, but 
merely willingness. I figured that perhaps the 
work Was so uninteresting that I might get 
orders where if I were doing something that 
was really fun to do I might not have them.

I wish that I could help sonje other 
women to find something to do, too. But I 
know that you can do that Detter than I can, 
so whenever any one asks me abqut what she 
may be able to do, I tell her to write to you, 
that you've done no more for me spat * do 
for her.“

It looks easy, but alas! thousands find this

To begin with remember that the white of 
eng when kept stationary at 212 degrees, or in 
other words at the temperature of boiling 

water, shrinks or contracts and becomes hard. 
This explains why custards curdle, why ome- 
lets are tough, ahd also why such mixtures as 
sponge cake, angel food, souffiés, meringues, 
etc,, are tough when baked at a temperature 
above this boiling point. It is the same with 
all those little mixtures of white of egg, fine 
sugar, flour, often equal parts of each, with 
flavoring, which the Europeans call “ biscuits,” 
— —- at too high a temperature they are 
oug 

Because the albumen of the egg coagulates

at this temperature it is used for clarifying 
soups, clearing coffee, ete. Eggshells are some- 
times used for this purpose, but it is the white 
left in which does the work.

It is amusing that old Dr. Kitchiner thought 
that it was necessary to leave out a part of 
the whites in order to have a good omelet. He 
says: 

“An omelet, which has so much vogue 
abroad, here [in England] is in general a thin 
doubled up piece of leather, and harder than 
soft leather sometimes. The great merit of an 
omelet is that it should not be greasy, burnt, 
nor too much done; if too much of the whites 
are left in no art can prevent its being hard if it 
is done. One of the great errors in cooking an 
omelet is that it is too thin; consequently, in- 
stead of feeling full and moist in the mouth, the 
substance presented is little better than a piece 
of fried leather; to get the omelet thick is one 
of the great objects.” 

He was mistaken in saying “no art.” It is 
just art and nothing else—art based on knowl- 
edge and practice—which prevents its being 
hard with all the whites used. 

The great Escoleg says: The procedure for 
omelets is at ‘once simple and difficult, for tastes 
differ considerably in respect of their prepara- 
tion, Some like them well done; others insist upon 
their being just done, while there are yet others 
who enjoy them when they are almost liquid. 
It should be borne in mind that an omelet is in 
reality scrambled eggs inclosed in a coat of oo- 
agulating egg.“

Power Creates and Develops Law. 

The speaker pointed to the power of law- 
yers in creating and developing law, as well 
as changing it, a power more exercised out of 
the legislature than within it. 

Lord Haldane then dwelt at some length 
upon the difference between formulated law, 
whether civil or criminal; the moral rules en- 
joined by private conscience, and the spirit 
of the community for which the English have 
no name, Dut which the Germans call sitt- 
lichkeit,” and which he defined as the system 
of habitual or customary conduct, ethical 
rather than legal, which embraces all those 
obligations of the citizen which it is “ bad 
form” or not the thing to disregard, the 
social penalty for which is acing “eut’’ or 
sooked on askance. 

He pointed out that without such restraint 


there could be ho tolerable social life and. 


said that it was this instinctive sense of 
what to do and what not to do in daily life 
and behavior that was the source of liberty 
and ease, and that this instinctive sense of 
obligation was the chief foundation of so- 
elety. 


Points to Century of Peace. 

Lord Haldane advocated the development 
of a full international “ Sittlichkeit or 
ethical habit among nations, as well as with- 
in nations. He recognized that its develop- 
ment was more hopeful in the case of nations 
with some special relation than within a 
mere aggregate of nations. 

Drawing his address to a close, Lord Hal- 
dane pointed to the century of peace with has 
existed between the United States and the 
people of Canada and Great Britain, during 
which the peoples of these countries have 
come to a greater possession of common 
ends and ideals natural to the Anglo-Saxon 
group. 

The binding quality of this international 
„ gitt lichkeit.“ he declared, resulted in the 
fact that a vast number of citizens would not 
today count ſt decent to violate the obliga- 
tions which that feeling suggested. 


Pleads for Peaceful Settlements. 

He advocated the settlement of differences 
between these three countries in the spirit 
and in the manner in which citizens settle 
their differences, dnd in this connection he 
said it was a splendid example to the world 
that Canada and the United States should 
have nearly 4,000 miles of frontier practically 
unfortified. 

The lord chancellor then pointed out the

PROPOSES TAX ON [HOGS DROP: LOWEST OF SEASON 


FUTURES DEALING 


Senator Cummins Says Farm- 
ers Are Opposed to Gam- 
bling on Crops. 


SEEKS TO INCLUDE STOCKS 


Wall Street Denounced as. Being 
Grave Menace to Real 
Business. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 1.—[Special.}— 
Denouncing future dealings in stocks and 
grains as gambling, Senator Cummins of 
Iowa and other progressive Republicans ar- 
gued in the senate today for the inclusion of 
these commodities in the, section of the tari 
bill taxing cotton futures. 

With many Democratic senators in sympa- 
thy with their mo e, Cummins and his fol- 
lowing made such headway that the majority 
leaders caused action on this section of the 
| bill to be withheld pending renewed consid- 
| eration of the matter by the finance com- 
mittee and by the Democratic caucus tomor- 
row. 

The caucus was called originally to act on 
the increased income tax provision made tm- 
perative by the insurgency of a group of 
Democrats. The Democrats proposed to tax 
all future deals in cotton and refund the tax 
when actual delivery is made. Senator Cum- 
mins would extend this and impose a 10 per 
cent tax on all sales when the seller is not 
the actual possessor of the commodity sold. 


Much Trading That Is Fictitious. 

Senator Cummins took up the history of 
specific stocks to show the “ influence of 
gamblers, who sought only their own advan- 
age on the stock exchange.“ His figures 
covered the year 1912. 

“The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe had 
$168, 430, of stock listed on the exchange,. 
he said. At the end of the year its stock- 
holders had changed but little, yet 129,000,- 
000 shares had been traded 

“The stock of the St. Paul goad was listed 
at $116,348,000, yet the trades amounted to 
$149,277,000, and the price ranged from 90% 
to 117% a share, and there was put little 
change in ownership. 

„The Reading road's capital stock amount- 
ed to $42,480,000, yet the trades weretwenty- 
five times that, or over $1,114,000,000. Stock 
exchange brokers pretended to sell three 
times the entire capital stock of the Lehigh 
Valle road, and passed back and forth $119,- 
000,000 of Great Northern stock, when there 
was but little change of ownership. 


Brings Ruin to Thousands. 

„Most of the sales on the New York stock 
exchange are fictitious,” he continued. 
“Thousands of men have been wrecked in 
fortune and their moral fiber broken down by 
the methods employed. It has been the chief 
factor in imposing on the people a great vol- 
ume of watered stock upon which they must 
pay dividends for years to come. 

“One-half the railroad stock of the country 
represents water; at least it did at the time it 
was issued. More than one-half the stock of 
all the larger industrial corporations has uo 
foundation in value. It represents the im- 
moral disposition and the marvelous audac- 
ity of th® men instfumerital tn putting it out. 

“ "The stock exchange is not a place for the 
transfer of actual commodities. It is a place 
where experienced and reckless and unscru- 
pulous men balance their wits. Tt is a place 
where men of great mental capacity and au- 
dacity as well fight a battle of supremacy.” 

He declared the old Louisiana lottery was 
a pink tea compared with this orgy of vice " 
represented in the stock exchange. 


Members in Bitter Dispute. 

That part of Senator Cummins’ program 
which proposed a tax on grain futures was 
the subject of a bitter dispute. 

„There is not a single grain grower who 
has asked such legislation,” objected Sen- 
ator Williams of Mississippi. 

Senator Bristow of Kansas replied that 
the farmers wanted options abolished, but 
were discouraged and had made no repre- 
sentations to congress because they thought 
it would be useless. He said Representative 
Seott of Kansas was beaten for reélection 
largely because he had yielded to the opposi- 
tion in a previous attempt to put through 
anti-option legislation. 

„ou will search in vain for evidence of a 
grein grower opposed to such legislation as 
I propose, Senator Cummins said. “ The 
opposition emanates not from the sellers of 
grain but from the buyers, most of whom 
are affiliated with the Chicago board of 
trade. 

“ awhile ago,“ Senator Nelson said., the 
millers favored legislation against options. 
Some of them, it was said, had been kpeculat- 
ing and had been caught by those fellows in 
Chicago. But without option dealing the 
only buyers the farmers would have would 
be the millers. We get a little more fot our 
wheat because of the options, To be sure, 
some school teachers and fellows who want 
to get rich quick will speculate, but that’s 
a good thing for the farmer.“ 


Compromise on Income Tax. 

An increase of the income tax on large 
fortunes only when the incomes run above 
$250,000 annually is the basis of a compromise 
Democratic members of the finance commit- 
tee will recommend to the caucus tomorrow 
night. The attitude of the so-called insurgent 
Democrats today was such as to indicate 
they would not accept the arrangement with- 
out a fight. 

The finance committee has decided to leave 
the rates of the income tax as at present up 
to the $250,000 mark. The new taxes now 
proposed in addition to the normal tax above 
the $3,000 minimum are: Four per cent addi- 
tional from $250,000 to $500,000; 5 per cent 
from $500,000 to $1,000,000, and 6 per cent 
above $1,000,000, 

It is estimated there are 550 persons in this 
country with incomes between $250,000 and 
$500,000; 850 with incomes between $500,000 
and $1,000,000, and more than 10 with in- 
comes above $1,000,000.

New York Banks Receive 
Much Currency, but Outgo 
Causes: Net Loss. 


TREASURY BEARS BRUNT. 


Country Banks Pay Off Require- 
ments by Drafts, but Con- 
, tinue Depositing. 


Along with the heavy decrease in the sur- 
plus reserve of the New York associated 
bunks last week there is noted a continua- 
tion of the large receipts of currency from 
the interior, amounting to $9,500,000. The 
outgoing currency movement was through 
the subtreasury, and, omitting the ship- 
ments to Canada, the net loss of the banks 
was $4,316,000. 

Thus far the movement has been more 
similar to those of 1911 and 1910 than to 
that of last year in that the outward move- 
ment has begun late. August. 1912, exhibited 
a net loss by the New York banks of $10,- 
19.000. This year the net loss was only 
$1.971,000, the final week being the only one 
te exhibit any material decrease. 

The exhibit indicates little in connection 
with the interior deposits by the treasury 
dcpartment. The country banks appear to be 
paying off their requirements by drafts 
presented at the subtreasury, yet, unwilling 
to let their eastern balances shrink too much, 
to be continuing their deposits with the cor- 
respondents in New. York. 

Swift & Co. has declared the regular quar- 
teriy dividend of 1% per cent, payable Oct. 1 
to stock of record Sept. 13. 


New Haven Outlook. 

The indefinite statement of Howard Elliott, 
new president of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford, to the effect that “a road 
should not pay dividends it has not earned, 
has directed attention to the probable posi- 
tion of the New Haven in the coming year. 
The next quarterly dividend has already 
been declared at the old rate, and the next 
meeting for dividend declaration & more 
than a quarter away. 

There are a number of vital factors that must be 
considered besides the gross earning power of the 
road. There is a large increase coming im the way 
of fixed charges, due to the issue of $67,552,400 con- 
vertible 6 per cent bonds. Part will refund an old 
$40,000,000 issue of 5 per cent notes. This means 
increased yearly charges of $400,000." Another 
part will refund $5,000,0004 percents. This means 
$100,000 more. The remainder of the issue, $22,- 
000,000, providing cash, will cost about $1,300,000 
‘more, a tote! of $1,800,000 a year additional. 

Through ite holdings of $21,918,900 common and 
$650,000 preferred of Boston and Maine the road 
last year récelved 6018, 000 dividends. As Boston 
and Maine has suspended disbursements on both 
issues, this js jost. 


Other Facts More Favorable. 

On the other side, New Haven owns $29,160,000 
New York, Ontario and Western stock. This has 
just gone back to a 2 per cent basis, after a year's 
lapse, and this means $588,000 that New Haven 
did not have last year. There is also a possibility 
of increased earnings from the electric lines owned, 
doing something to better prospects. 

It will be remembered the road came a long way 
last year from earning its dividends. That was in 
a year when the first five months, from July to 
November, were extraordinarily good. But the 
other months showed a sharp fall in gross and a 
worse showing for net. Hence, while the 1918-4 
year, just starting, will probably show a falling 
off for the fret half of the fiscal year, it has a fair 
chance of big improvement later on. This, of 


course, depends largely on general business con- 
ditions. 

Superficially, the immediate future of the road 
is not one to inspire great optimism. It should 
be kept in mind. however, that it will be well sup- 
plied with cash from its bond sale, that it can 
cut down somewhat in expenditure for main- 
tenance, that it has a new president, and that it 
hopes for a more friendly shipping, traveling, and 
lawmaking public.
